Lumbering and timber trade in Tanganyika are not yet well developed. The output of all kinds 3 
remained much the same as last year with the exception of poles, which has dropped; (vide notes 
export of timber has slightly increased. Imports have increased very considerably. From these 
concluded that consumption of timber in the country is growing fast. 

The roughly estimated sustainable annual yield of all forests, if worked to their full capacity is 10 
feet. Of this, at present not more than 8% is consumable locally nor is it likely that during the x 
more than 20% will be required for the local market. Accordingly an export timber trade is indicated. 

Distinct possibilities of éstablishing such a trade have become discernable during the year, namely 
of the large timber concegsions over Kilimanjaro and Tschomme forest reserves. (vide para. o, Mr. P. 

Although fellings in the Shume-Magamba concession have been held up for various reasons until 3 
year production of high grade sawn goods and logs from this concession in 1925 should be on a scale a 
glut the local market and for export overseas.

Veterinary and Animal Husbandry. The staff of the Department of Veterinary Science and 
“at present constituted, consists of 16 qualified Veterinary Officers, 22 European lay members,’ 8 
Laboratory Assistants, etc., 4 Asiatic Clerks and 100 Native Veterinary Guards. 

The Department is essentially organised with a view to the control or elimination of animal 
the Territory, and to the fostering and improvement of all matters pertaining to the livestock int 
of the country. i 

The Department is administered as a separate unit, under the direction of the Chief Veterinary 
in the closest collaboration with the Native Affairs Administration, Medical, Agricultural .and- 
Departments. 
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. Field operations are carried out under a system of district units working up from Native Veterinary Guards who 
‘patrol their respective areas inspecting the cattle periodically and reporting through the European Stock Inspectors to 
Pthe Veterinary Officer in charge. : 

; In this way it is possible to keep in close touch with the native owners and to develop a reasonably efficien 

stem of disease intelligence. 

;. Revenue production is a minor consideration to the Department which is essentially a spending one, the 
‘circumstances, however, which combine to place the Veterinary Department and its elder sister of human medicine in 
Sthis category as distinguished from the revenue collecting ones, in no wise tends to lessen the value of their services to 

the Territory. 

Fe. To altogether assess the value of any from of wealth or produce by the export figures connected therewith is 
obviously erroneous and were the Veterinary Department to be judged by such a standard, its expenditure of nearly 
7£40,000 could not for a moment be justified. 

a When, however, it is realised that four-fifths or more of the wealth of the native in the Territory is invested in 
his herds and flocks and that without the milk and meat which they supply he could not exist, far less prosper, then 
tthe true significance of livestock becomes apparent. 

To the average native of the Territory, wives and children come first and his livestock next; other matters are of 

E relative importance only in his eyes. The export of camels frow Arabia is negligible and yet the “ship of the desert” 
Mis‘the breath of life to its owner. 

i The most noteworthy feature of the year has been the large measure of success which has attended our campaign 

against Rinderpest and has resulted in its elimination from 11 additional administrative Districts. This in itself has 

‘more than justified the liberal attitude of the Administration towards livestock welfare in the Territory. 

% That the Government help in this direction is fully appreciated by the natives themselves was most clearly indicated 
‘by the manner in which the native councils and sultans in various areas visited by the East African Commission 
invariably asked in most insistent terms for more Veterinary Officers, Stock Inspectors and native Veterinary Guards; 

‘ truly a contrast to the way in which disease used to be concealed when first the Veterinary Department essayed to 

help the native a few years ago. 


2 As formerly Trypanosomiasis, Rinderpest, Pleuro-pneumonia and East Coast Fever are the major disease problems 
of the Territory and towards their elucidation the energies of the Department are directed. 

The teaching and development of the African Section of the Departmental Staff, which now numbers over 100, 
proceeds uninterruptedly, and many lads are showing great promise. A new innovation during the year has been the 
employment of Apprentices—youths from 16 years old and upwards who are literate to a greater or lesser degree. 

The Veterinary Laboratory, Mpwapwa, has continued to function efficiently, the output of sera, etc., sufficing to 
meet all requirements of the Territory; furthermore as a training depot for the Staff, European and African, the 
facilities which it has afforded have been invaluable. 

87,000 doses of Immune and Hyper-Immune Anti-Rinderpest Serum were issued for use in the field during the year. 


The closer supervision of disease and stock movement, which was possible during the period under review, has 
resulted in a diminution of disease outbreaks in the Territory. 


Propaganda directed towards improvement in the native methods of Hide and Skin preparation has enhanced the 
price realised for these articles with the result that the export value figure nearly doubled itself during the year. 

Similarly educational work in connection with the manufacture of Ghee or clarified butter is now bearing fruit. 
Considerable improvement is noticeable in the quality of the butter marketed, and the scheme for the improvement of 
this industry has already been applied to several additional cattle districts. Stress of work in other more important 
directions prevented the compilation of a new Cattle Census, but in districts where the livestock were counted a 
satisfactory increase was recorded. 


LAND AND MINES. 
The Land Ordinance was enacted and came into force from 26th January, 1923, and provides for the granting of 
" rights of occupancy for any period up to 99 years. 
The area granted during the year was 17,740 acres, the greater part of which was for cotton growing near the 
Central Railway. 
A new area is being opened up and laid out in 100-acre plots for cotton growing in the Moshi District. 
A large number of grants have been made during the year for plots in townships and particularly in the new 
trading centres on the Central Railway. 
There has been a demand for land in the Rungwe District, particularly for coffee growing, and an area of 1,481 
acres was granted during the year. 
Rights of Occupancy have been granted over public land on 5-acre plots for the erection of ginneries, numbering 
teyen, for the year. In addition, ginneries have been erected on private estates. 


Mining. Coal. Only work just sufficient to hold the claims has been done in the Ufipa District. A further lot 
of claims have been pegged double-banking those held formerly by the Deutsche Ost-Afrika Gesellschaft. 

: Mica. Mica mining has made considerable progress during the year, work being carried on in three Districts. 
The number of tons exported was 55 value £27,639, as against 32 in 1923 value £19,172. The bulk of the mica-404 
tons was produced in the Morogoro District. Ufipa District produced 114 tons and Usambara District 3 tons. 

Gold Reef. A large amount of prospecting and opening up of reefs in the Mwanza District has been carried out 
and a number of new claims have been pegged. The production of gold from this area has been disappointing, owing 
chiefly to the scarcity of labour. The output from this area was only 241 ozs. as compared with 3151 ozs. for 1923. 

The Sekenke Gold Mine has again become a producer and started work on a small scale in June. By the end of 
the year 743 ozs were produced, valued at £2,972. It is hoped that this mine will now be a regular producer. 

Gold Alluvial. The Lupa River Gold Fields of the Rungwe District have proved to be rich in gold, and work 
has extended to neighbouring rivers, the area now being very considerable. The number of prospectors has increased 
from 25 in 1923 to 52 in 1924. The number of claims pegged during the year was 128 and the amount of gold 
Produced was 6,811 ozs, valued at £27,244, shewing a very big advance over 1923, in which year 1,508 ozs. were 
Produced, valued at £6,783 
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Salt. There has been @ considerable increase in the production of salt, the prin dip
